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KPFA  will  broadcast  the  1958  Salzburg  Festival.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  through  the  Austrian  Radio  for  us  to  receive  high-fidelity  tapes  of 
twenty-six  full-length  concerts  and  operatic  productions,  involving  a  veritable 
"Who's  Who"  of  the  musical  world,  in  music  from  the  earliest  times  to  the 
present  day,  but  starring  ...  as  is  the  Salzburg  wont  .  .  .  Mozart.  We  expect 
that  the  tapes  will  start  arriving  late  in  August,  and  we  will  schedule  them  for 
September. 

It  might  be  well,  as  an  antidote  to  the  dry  figures  of  the  1957  financial 
report  which  decorated  these  pages  a  few  weeks  ago,  to  draw  up  a  balance 
sheet  on  KPFA's  stay-at-home  musical  travels  in  the  past  year.  Two  sets  of 
BBC  recordings,  of  the  1956  and  1957  Edinburgh  Festivals  were  broadcast, 
along  with  the  more  modest  but  more  enterprising  Festival  at  Aldeburgh 
organized  by  Benjamin  Britten.  These,  of  course,  in  addition  to  scores  of 
non-festival  but  equally  live  concerts  recorded  in  London  and  elsewhere  by 
the  BBC  and  the  CBC.  From  closer  to  home  there  have  been  the  Carmel  Bach 
Festival  and  the  Morrison  Festival  at  U.  C.  Just  at  a  rough  estimate,  each 
KPFA  listener  has  saved,  in  the  past  year,  in  steamship  fares,  hotel  rooms, 
concert  tickets,  bridge  tolls,  parking  fees,  tips  to  ushers,  bribes  to  scalpers, 
tuxedo  rentals,  and  Baedekers  a  conservative  total  of  $1,846.21.  Times  6,600 
subscribers  equals  $12,184,986.00,  or  roughly  121  years  on  the  air  for  KPFA 
and  KPFB  combined.  Oh,  and  we  forgot  our  own  Shakespeare  Festival,  which 
saves  listeners  untold  further  dollars  of  trips  to  Stratford,  England ;  Stratford, 
Connecticut;  Stratford,  Ontario;  and,  for  all  we  know,  Stratforgrad,  Byelo- 
russia.
